Warning as 15 

Fifteen of Surrey’s most senior po¬ 
licemen have been forced out 
prompting concerns officers with 
vital crime fighting know-how are 
being cut off in their prime. 

Surrey Police has forcibly retired 
the officers, ranked from inspector 
to chief superintendent, after 30 
years’ service in a bid to save 
money since the start of 2011. 

As a result the police claim to 
have saved more than £900,000 
based on the “budgeted salary fig¬ 
ure” of each rank, according to fig¬ 
ures released under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

But an inspector forced to retire 
last summer and Surrey Police

Federation have warned that forced 
retirements have drained the force 
of crucial skills ranging from fight¬ 
ing terrorism to solving murders. 

The retired inspector, 51, who 
asked to remain anonymous, said: 
“It’s like closing down a library or 
taking gigabytes out of a main¬ 
frame computer. 

“You have people who have lived 
and breathed their particular spe¬ 
cialism, such as counter-terrorism 
or murder investigations, being 
pushed out the door.” 

Police officers cannot be made 


redundant, but Surrey Police has 
used section A19 of pension regula¬ 
tions, which permits compulsory 
retirement for the “efficiency of the 
force”. 

In 2010 it was reported that Sur¬ 
rey wanted to force 35 senior police¬ 
men to retire over four years, but so 
far less than half that figure have 
gone. 

Those axed were a chief superin¬ 
tendent, two superintendents, 
three detective chief inspectors, 
four detective inspectors and five 
inspectors. 

The former inspector, whose ex¬ 
perience included fighting organ¬ 
ised crime and intelligence led 


policing is now self-employed. He 
said: “I felt let down a little bit by 
the organisation. 

“You think ‘I’m in my prime now, 
I’ve got all this experience and they 
are pushing me out the door to 
make efficiency savings’.” 

He believes the force had under¬ 
estimated the reductions that could 
be made through natural wastage. 

He said: “I think it was a mistake. 
The people who made these sorts of 
decisions were the number crunch¬ 
ers in the organisation who didn’t 
fully understand the police organi¬ 
sational side.”

War memorial neglected

The amount of litter around a 
village war memorial has 
been condemned as an "in¬ 
sult" to local soldiers who died 
during World War 1. 

Charlotte Moggridge con¬ 
tacted the Epsom Guardian 
with photographs taken 
around Ewell Village, show¬ 
ing litter strewn around, 
empty bottles bobbing in the 
pools, uncut grass and weeds. 

She said Epsom Council has 
not taken action to tackle the 
problem despite contacting 
them several times. 

She said: “Where is my 
council tax going? Do I really 
have to remind the council 
that grass needs to be cut or 
beds need to be maintained? 

“What an insult with the 
war memorial being in the 
state it is.” 

A spokesman for the Royal 
British Legion said: “The Le¬ 
gion is saddened to hear of

this. War memorials and 
graves honour the memory of 
the British armed forces who 
have made the ultimate sacri¬ 
fice and those who defend 
freedom we enjoy.” 

But an Epsom Council 
spokesman said he could only 
find three complaints about 
litter in Ewell in recent 
months, but it was aware of 
“the importance residents at¬ 
tach to the look of the 
borough”. 

He said: “Litter bins are pro¬ 
vided throughout Ewell how¬ 
ever there is a littering 


problem and an issue with 
drivers throwing rubbish out 
of car windows.” 

He said the council litter- 
picks on pavements and 
verges and mechanically 
sweeps the roads in the vil¬ 
lage seven days a week and 
that Bourne Hall is litter 
picked and swept three times 
a week. 

The spokesman said that the 
water flow in the waterway 
outside Bourne Hall park and 
by the war memorial has 
“slowed considerably”, caus¬ 
ing an increase in algae and a 


build-up of litter, which is 
being investigated. Ewell Vil¬ 
lage was cut back and weeded 
earlier this week and there is 
a team in Bourne Hall park 
today.” 

Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge said he does not think 
the village is “a particularly 
bad place for litter”, but “it 
has problems just like others 
places do”. 

He said: “The war memorial 
is something that, at the mo¬ 
ment, does look in a sorry 
state and we need to do some¬ 
thing about it.”

Mike Dodds, chairman of 
Surrey Police Federation, said: 
“Clearly there is a need to cut 
costs, but cutting off people in 
their prime, from a personal 
point of view, is very 
disappointing. 

“From a practical point of 
view, these officers had impor¬ 
tant skills lost to the force and 
people of Surrey. What it has 
meant is there are 15 less peo¬ 
ple to share the work of these 
senior managers.” 

At the same time Mr Dodds 
said there had been an influx of 
frontline police constables and 


sergeants, over 120 since 2010, 
adding: “There are more peo¬ 
ple to be managed, but less peo¬ 
ple to manage them.” 

In November, 2010 then-Chief 
Constable Mark Rowley told 
the BBC that fewer than ex¬ 
pected officers were retiring. 

He said: “We have had to take 
this decision to effectively 
force them out. It’s not done 
with any relish be these are 
loyal, long-serving, hard-work¬ 
ing officers. But if I cut down 
the amount of money I spend 
on senior people, I can keep 
recruiting and keep on main¬ 
taining and perhaps increasing 
the frontline.” 


During a briefing at Mole 
Valley Council in May, Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
Kevin Hurley recognised the 
need to have more of its 100- 
plus senior officers spread 
across the county. 

He said Surrey was unique 
for “having all our police offi¬ 
cers that sit above the rank of 
inspector up at headquarters”. 

“This current chief constable 
is actually looking at whether 
or not we need some of the po¬ 
lice officers put back in major 
police station hubs.” 

He said large police stations, 
such as Reigate and Guildford, 
had about 11 inspectors 


controlling 500 to 600 police 
officers and a couple of hun¬ 
dred civilian staff. 

He said: “You need someone 
to pull them to a collective 
vision.” 

Deputy Police and Crime 
Commissioner Jeff Harris said 
on Wednesday: “Today’s Com¬ 
prehensive Spending Review 
underlines the need to consid¬ 
er every option in making sav¬ 
ings to ensure that our core 
services are protected. 

“The decision to continue 
with the use of Regulation A19 
is an operational one for the 
chief constable. We support 
her in that decision.”

Four arrested and

Kinder surprise for police 


A woman who rushed to help 
an injured pensioner on a bus 
was shocked to discover that 
buses do not carry first aid 
kits. 

Lauren Busbridge, 21, a first 
aider who lives in Tadworth, 
saw an 84-year-old man get 
pushed over while getting on 
the 418 bus by Epsom Clock 
Tower at about 1.30pm last 
Tuesday. 

After running to his assis¬ 
tance Ms Busbridge found 
there was no first aid kit on 
the bus, drivers are not 
trained in first aid and they 
cannot treat injured people. 

She said: “I’m shocked and

gobsmacked. They should 
have first aid kits on board.” 

Ms Busbridge, who works in 
a nursery, and her friend 
Terri Rees, 22, had to get tis¬ 
sues and ice from nearby 
shops. 

She said: “He had blood com¬ 
ing down his cheek. People on 
the bus who knew first aid like 
me are not meant to give treat¬ 
ment without gloves.” 

She said they cared for the 
man, who was badly bruised, 
before the ambulance arrived 
after about 10 minutes to take 
him to Epsom Hospital. 

Steve Whiteway, managing 
director of Epsom Coaches, 
which runs the 418, said the 
company had tried having 
first aid kits on buses in the 
past, but it had never worked. 

Mr Whiteway said: “If you 
did have first aid kits, they 
would not last five minutes. 
It’s a job to keep emergency 
hammers bolted down. 

“It’s not because we are not a 
caring company.” 

Mr Whiteway said bus 
drivers can call for first aid as¬ 
sistance very quickly but it 
would not be practical to train 
every bus driver. 


He said: “To train drivers in 
first aid is fraught with diffi¬ 
culties. We can’t ensure not 
being sued by somebody if we 
do the wrong thing. 

“If you have not got training, 
it can do more harm than 
good.” 

But Ms Busbridge rejected 
his arguments, insisting staff 
should be trained and first aid 
boxes could be locked away or 
kept under the seat in the 
driver’s cabin. 

She said: “They keep fire ex¬ 
tinguishers on buses. Why 
can’t they keep first aid boxes 
that are surely just as impor¬ 
tant? 

“Do they prefer to have bus 
drivers just sitting there when 


an elderly man is in danger?” 

She said drivers training 
could be staggered and would 
only need refresher courses 
every three years. 

Mike Weston, operations di¬ 
rector for London Buses, said 
Transport for London and its 
bus operators do offer staff 
first aid courses and many 
have been trained. There is no 
legal requirement for buses to 
carry first aid kits but Mr We¬ 
ston said radios and GPS 
tracking allowed a central 
emergency command centre 
to task emergency services 
rapidly to any location.

schools. 

She said: “We are going to

It is believed to be the only 
supervised contact centre used 
by the Children and Family 
Court Advisory and Support 
Service (Cafcass) left in Surrey 
after other closures. 

To deal with the increasing 
demand Ms Pereira said SFMS 
had hired four new workers for 
the contact centre funded by 
public body Cafcass. 

She said: “We are being inun¬ 
dated with referrals, but we 
are quite a small centre, so we 
are having to step up our 
work.” 

Christian charity Welcare 


stopped running its child con¬ 
tact services in Sutton and 
Croydon at the end of May. 

Its website said: “This ser¬ 
vice is being taken in-house in 
most of the areas we operate 
and has become too costly for 
Welcare to run.” 

SFMS counselling manager 
Christine Peters said it helped 
children whose parents were 
going through the court pro¬ 
cess or separated some time 
ago. 

She said: “Some children get 
stuck in stages of loss. We get a 
lot of children who are angry 
because there is still a lot of 
conflict between mum and dad. 
We help them work through 
those feelings.” 

Sarah Goad, Lord Lieutenant 
of Surrey, officially opened the 
new project on Tuesday.

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Pair guilty of racial 
abuse at Epsom pub 


A man has been found guilty of 
racially abusing bouncers after 
they evicted him from a Wether- 
spoon pub on the day of the 
Epsom Derby last year. 

Defence counsel for Sam Con¬ 
rad, 23, of Farriers Road, Epsom, 
tried to argue that the evidence 
against him was tenuous and 
that bouncers should be thick 
skinned enough not to be offend¬ 
ed by verbal insults. 

But the lead magistrate at 
South East Surrey Magistrates’ 
Court on June 14 said “the evi¬ 
dence we have heard is credible 
and convincing” and ordered 
Conrad to pay a total of £100 in 
compensation to two bouncers 
for his racial insults and for pro¬ 
voking distress. 

Conrad, who had pleaded not 
guilty, and a friend were evicted 
from the Assembly Rooms in 
Epsom High Street at about 
10pm on June 2. 

Witness Sean Carr, a black 
doorman who was working that 
night, said he pushed one of the 
men back as he came towards 
his colleague.

Mr Carr said: “That’s when 
one of the defendants said 
‘Watch out you bunch of P****’.” 

He said they restrained the 
man over a small flowerbed wall 
until police came, while the 
other man shouted abuse. 

Mr Carr said: “He shouted out 
‘P*** watch your backs’. He said 
he was going to come back to 
us.” 

Mr Carr also said: “I was 
offended. 

“There’s no need for being 
called that.” 

His boss, Peter Phillips, the 
mixed-race director of Security 
Solutions, said he was shocked 
that the men called them ‘f ****** 

p***** 

Under cross-examination, Mr 
Phillips said bouncers did not 
have to be robust and strong 
because the job involved talk¬ 
ing and using restraining 
techniques. 

Defence lawyer Mr Arsenio 
said his client’s co-defendant, 


James Hutton, who had previ¬ 
ously pleaded guilty to the same 
charges, was the only one to use 
racial insults. 

Mr Arsenio said there was only 
“very tenuous evidence” of 
racial insults being aimed at Mr 
Phillips, who could be mistaken 
as Asian, but none in relation to 
Mr Carr and the rest of the 
white door staff. 

He said there was also just a 
slim chance of provoking dis¬ 
tress, and said: “We are talking 
about people who do this sort of 
activity day in, day out, and are 
used to this sort of fracas 
occurring. 

“How thin-skinned are people 
these days? 

“Particularly those engaged in 
the profession these two people 
are engaged in.” 

But, finding Conrad guilty, 
magistrate Michael Staples or¬ 
dered him to pay a £15 surcharge 
and £400 in costs, in addition to 
the compensation, but said a 
£200 fine would be written off 
because he had already spent 
three weeks in jail.

Lives will be lost if speed 
cameras are not introduced on 
a “miracle crash road”, accord¬ 
ing to worried residents. 

The Epsom Guardian has 
been contacted by people con¬ 
cerned about drivers speeding 
on the 30mph Alexandra Road, 
in Epsom, which they refer to 
as the “the miracle crash road” 
- a reference to the two serious 
accidents that have occurred 
on the road in the past nine 
months, one involving car “fly¬ 
ing” into a first-floor bedroom 
in September and the second, 
last month, when a people car¬ 
rier ended up on the bonnet of 
another car. 

Although vehicle-activated 
signs are installed there, some 
residents believe a speed cam¬ 
era is the only solution to pre¬ 
vent a death. 

Kate Yanagimoto, who owns 
an acupuncture clinic in Ash¬ 
down Road, off Alexandra 
Road, said: “Does there have to 
be a death or life-changing in¬ 
jury before it gets a speed 
camera? 

“I worry every time I turn in 
and out of this dangerous road.” 

Debbie Wiffen and Philippa 


Hutter said: “A friend who 
lives in the road has had two 
cars written off by other 
drivers trying to overtake. 

“Some drivers come down 
the road from Epsom College 
at 50mph.” 

But Councillor Julie Morris, 
who uses the road every day, 
said: “Alexandra Road is haz¬ 
ardous at various points. 


“But most of the time the 
traffic is heavy enough to pre¬ 
vent speeding. 

“I do not want to see every A- 
road with some kind of traffic 
calming.” 

PC John Fruen, Surrey Po¬ 
lice’s casualty reduction offi¬ 
cer for Epsom, said although 
there have been some spectac¬ 
ular collisions in Alexandra 


Road in the past year, there 
have been no one killed or seri¬ 
ously injured recently - the 
types of crashes required for a 
speed camera to be installed.” 

He said people did speed on 
the road and his team carried 
out mobile camera enforce¬ 
ment there “every other week” 
and that there was also a com¬ 
munity speed watch team.

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Relative’s tearful journey 
to site of grandad’s grave

Articles in this newspaper 
about an abandoned cemetery 
prompted a woman to travel 
across Europe to visit the spot 
where her grandfather is 
buried. 

After discovering her grand¬ 
father’s death certificate 
showed he was buried in Hor¬ 
ton Cemetery and reading arti¬ 
cles written by the Epsom 
Guardian as part of its Dignity 
for Horton’s Dead campaign 
online, Anna Osuchowska- 
Koscijanska, 41, travelled to 
England from Poland to see the 
place “where he was buried 
and where he spent the last 
years of his life”. 

Accompanied by friends, she 
was given a tour of the ceme¬ 
tery, off Hook Road, last month 
by Councillor Sheila Carlson. 

It contains 8,000 bodies, 
buried in unmarked graves, of 
those who died at Horton Hos¬ 
pital and the other hospitals in 
the Epsom cluster of mental 
hospitals, which closed in the 
1990s. 

Horton was a war hospital 
during the world wars and a 
number of soldiers are among 
the dead in its overgrown 
cemetery. 

It is believed Anna’s grandfa¬ 
ther Izydor Grunik, a Polish

soldier who came over to work 
for the British army during 
World War I, died in 1943 in 
Long Grove Hospital possibly 
ofTB. 

The cemetery was sold off by 
the regional health authority 
to private developer Marques 
Securities in 1983 with no con¬ 
ditions placed on its mainte¬ 
nance and has been left to 
decay ever since. 

Coun Carlson is hunting for 
the names of soldiers buried at 
the cemetery, in a bid to have 
them officially commemorated 
by the Commonwealth War 
Graves Commission (CWGC), 
which she hopes will force the 
owners to maintain it. 

Coun Carlson said, once in 
the middle of the cemetery, 
Anna took a “tearful” few min¬ 
utes to herself and telephoned 
her mother back in Poland. 

After the visit, Anna said: 
“Eight thousand people among 
them my grandfather, do not 
have graves but there remains 
a trace of memory in the form 
of nature being reborn each 
spring. It is a green and quiet 
place, I found there not only 
emotions, but peace.” 


Anna’s friend, Anna Szymul- 
ska, 41, a fellow Pole who lives 
in Sweden, said: “In Poland, 
cemeteries are really taken 
care of by relatives. It’s tradi¬ 
tion to go once a year and light 
a candle and say a prayer. 

“This was completely differ¬ 
ent. I was surprised this could 
be private land with no moral 
obligation to take care of it.” 

Coun Carlson said “This trip 
meant an awful lot to this girl. 


“This visit wasn’t closure, 
but I imagine it gives a certain 
feeling of some settlement.” 

In November, the Polish Her¬ 
itage Society pledged its sup¬ 
port to the Dignity for Horton’s 
Dead campaign after being 
“appalled” by the lack of re¬ 
spect for the dead buried 
there.

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Student lucky to be alive’ 
after Bolivian coach crash

A Kingston University 
student who was travelling in 
South America was left fight¬ 
ing for his life after the coach 
he was in toppled over tearing 
apart a house in a Bolivian 
desert town. 

Oliver Webber, 25, of Ley- 
field, Worcester Park, and his 
girlfriend Kiwi Samson, 22, 
had decided to take on South 
America in a three-month trip 
when they were involved in 
the terrifying accident. 

The couple who were only 
two weeks into the trip that 
would take in Peru, Columbia 
and Mexico, boarded the 
coach for a nine-hour night 
journey to the salt flats in 
Uyuni, in the south west of 
the country, on July 13, last 
year. 

But five hours into the jour¬ 
ney, during which the pair did 
not have seatbelts, they were 
flung out of their seats head 
first as the coach crashed. 

Mr Webber said: “It was 
very sudden. We were in a 
state of shock. I can’t remem¬ 
ber how it happened. I don’t 
remember the first three 
weeks in Bolivia after. 

“The brain has an ability to 
shut this out. It is closed off, 
but I am unbelievably lucky 
to be alive.” 

During the crash part of Mr 


Webber’s skull shattered and 
pressure and severe bleeding 
also moved his brain from its 
proper position. 

It took eight hours for the 
couple to be taken to a hospi¬ 
tal where a Bolivian surgeon 
operated on Mr Webber. 

He was left on life support 
and spent nearly two months 
in hospital abroad with doc¬ 
tors and nurses who barely 
spoke English, but with his 
family sat by his bedside. 

Mr Webber said: “I finally 
came around. I slowly began 


to hold conversations, recog¬ 
nise friends and family and 
slowly regain awareness 
around me. 

“Everyone’s support while I 
was sleeping, while I was 
mumbling, repeating, forget¬ 
ting, while I was exhausted, 
confused - the patience and 
love and care that everyone 
showed was unbelievable. 

“The doctors brought me 
back to life, but everyone else 
brought me back to reality.” 

Mr Webber, who is still with 
Miss Samson, will return to 


Kingston University to finish 
his Architecture degree in 
September and the pair hope 
to continue travelling through 
South America at some point. 

But first he will cycle for 
charity from John O’Groats to 
Land’s End with his brother 
to mark the first anniversary 
of the crash. 

He will be raising money for 
the Queen Elizabeth Founda¬ 
tion in Banstead to thank 
them for their physiotherapy 
and rehabilitation support fol¬ 
lowing his return home.

Grass on roundabout 
‘could kill somebody’ 


Council officers have been 
forced into a spot of emer¬ 
gency gardening after a 
councillor complained long 
grass on a roundabout could 
have “killed somebody”. 

Peter Geiringer, Conserva¬ 
tive councillor for Belmont, 
complained to Reigate and 
Banstead council about the 
dangers of the overgrown 
grass on the Belmont round¬ 
about on the A217. 

He said: “The grass is real¬ 
ly dangerous, someone 
could be killed. Cars swing¬ 
ing round coming from Sut¬ 
ton and looking to go to 
Morden are blinded from 
traffic coming from 
Banstead. 

“There could be a very se¬ 
rious accident unless this is 
cut as a matter of urgency. I 
have never seen grass as 
high as this.” 

Reigate and Banstead 


Council heeded Coun 
Geiringer’s warning and 
sent contractors down to the 
roundabout. 

A spokesman for the coun¬ 
cil, said: “Grass cutting is 
scheduled along the whole 
length of the A217 between 
Banstead Cross Roads and 
Belmont roundabout on 
Thursday, 20 June. 

“This has been arranged 
for some time as it requires 
extensive traffic manage¬ 
ment which has to be co-or¬ 
dinated with Surrey County 
Council. 

“We take concerns and 
comments from the public 
very seriously and always 
try to respond as quickly as 
possible. As such, when we 
were contacted about the 
length of the grass on Bel¬ 
mont roundabout, we 
brought forward the grass 
cutting by two days.”

Aldi revises store plans for 
a greater community focus

Aldi has revamped and revised 
its controversial plans to cre¬ 
ate a supermarket in Ewell and 
wants to start building it early 
next year. 

The German budget chain 
aims to submit a revised plan¬ 
ning application by the end of 
next month for a “modestly- 
sized” 840sq m store in 
Kingston Road with eight flats 
and a 62-space car park. 

Its original plans for the site 
were rejected in 2006 and re¬ 
vised plans were rejected again 
in 2007 following stiff opposi¬ 
tion from neighbouring resi¬ 
dents and businesses. 

But in 2009 it won a planning 
appeal for a scheme with nine 
flats that used the slip-road 
and Pinewood Place for access. 

Since then the site has been 
empty, but Aldi has bought two 
adjacent houses and now pro¬ 
poses to have entry and exit ac¬ 
cess on to Kingston Road near 
the junction with Ruxley Lane. 

On Friday the supermarket 
issued a press release on its 
new plans and said it was send¬ 
ing out 1,400 leaflets informing 


residents and businesses and 
seeking their views. 

Aldi property director 
Roland Stanley said: “We are 
looking to promote an im¬ 
proved development with a 
safer and, we hope, a more lo¬ 
cally acceptable highway ac¬ 
cess off the Kingston Road. 

“We are delighted to be able 
to commit to this improved ac¬ 
cess, as well as the consider¬ 
able other benefits, including a 
shared shopper car park and 
enhancing the attractiveness 


of the shopping centre.” 

When asked what caused the 
long delay since winning the 
appeal, Rob Scadding, associ¬ 
ate at Aldi’s planning consul¬ 
tant, Planning Potential, said it 
had always been a “complicat¬ 
ed” site and buying two 
more houses made plans more 
viable. 

He said: “It was about the 
scheme not being perfect and 
lack of funds.” 

On Saturday Labour 
leader Ed Miliband criticised 


developers with planning per¬ 
mission for “sitting on land” 
instead of building homes. 

But Mr Scadding said this 
was not the case here. 

He said: “It has been delayed 
by factors out of Aldi’s control. 
We have looked to change the 
development for the better.” 

At the weekend the Sunday 
Times ran an article praising 
the quality and prices at Aldi, 
following accolades for the su¬ 
permarket from consumer 
watchdog Which? 


‘Killing off

□ Chris Grayling MP, who 
in 2007 warned an Aldi 
would kill off local shops, 
said: “I am doubtful 
about the need for anoth¬ 
er supermarket in the 
area and worried about 
the effect on shops in 
Ruxley Lane.

THE RUBBING HOUSE 


It may serve good traditional 
fish and chips, but Ewell’s 
new restaurant and take¬ 
away, the Major Plaice, is by 
no means just your regular 
chippie. 

On the menu, alongside 
cod and mushy peas, are fish 
of all shapes and sizes, from 
Scottish salmon fillet and 
whitebait in breadcrumbs to 
lemon sole and quality huss. 

After its grand opening 
last month, when it gave its 
first day’s takings of £1,475 
to the mayor’s charities, I 
went down to the restaurant 
and opted for a fillet of 
plaice, served with chips 
fried in groundnut oil, bread, 


butter and salad. 

The fish was piping hot 
and tasty while the chips 
were chunky and firm but 
there was nothing preten¬ 
tious or fancy about the 
meal. And, although the ceil¬ 
ing was sky blue with ornate 
light fittings, the restaurant 
had a comfortable and infor¬ 
mal atmosphere. 

To eat in, plaice and chips 
costs £10.50 and a small cod 
and chips costs £7.95. Fish 
dishes are served with salad, 
bread and butter, pickled 
onions, gherkins, lemon and 
tartare sauce.

VET’S COLUMN 



Cats can be 
asthmatic 

A tightening feeling in your 
chest... needing air... fighting for 
breath... Either you’ve just pulled 
up from your weekend run (like 
me) or you may be an asthma 
sufferer. 

Millions of people suffer from 
asthma in varying degrees and it 
can be both a painful and very 
serious condition. But did you 
know cats can get asthma too? 

Meet Mylo: Mylo is a very 
handsome one-year-old Maine 
Coon cat who recently developed 
some issues with his breathing. 

Luckily his ‘mum’ noticed this 
very quickly and brought him to 
the vets. Mylo had to have oxygen 
to help his breathing, and once he 
improved he needed tests to try to 
find out what was causing the 
problem. 

Lots of things can cause 
breathing difficulties, so Mylo had 
to have a blood test, X-rays of his 
chest and a heart scan. 

His blood test and heart scan 
were fine, but changes on his X- 
ray helped to diagnose that Mylo 
has asthma. 

Asthma in cats can develop for 
lots of reasons and sometimes the 
underlying reason is not known, 
but environmental factors such as 
people smoking or dusty 
environments can play a part. In 
Mylo’s case the underlying cause 
is not known. 

Mylo initially had to be treated 
with injections to help open up his 
airways, but now that he is feeling 
better he can be treated at home 
with an inhaler just like people 
with asthma. 

His owner has become an expert 
in giving him his inhaler - which 
means Mylo can now breathe 
easy.

You may have heard about 
Kabang, the dog who recently 
saved two children from being hit 
by a motorbike in the Philippines.

In fact in some areas, 
vets are showing doctors how it is 
done! 

Nowadays, vets are able to

The lungworm Angiostrongylus 
vasorum (also known as French 
Heartworm) is a parasite that 
infects dogs. 

The adult of this particular 
lungworm lives in the heart and 
major blood vessels supplying the 
lungs, where it can cause a host of 
problems.
